Seino Li REPORT. 


Report of the School Board of the town of Woodstock, 
for the year ending 1890. 

We, the undersigned, respectfully submit the following 
annual report. 

There have been five terms of school the year past. At 
the Centre of the town two terms have been taught. 
Average daily attendance 24. 

The first or summer term of ten weeks, was under the 
instruction of Miss Lilla Thurston, of Centre Harbor. 
Miss Thurston is a Normal school graduate, and the schol- 
ars finding her method of instruction different than have 
been taught here previously, did not advance quite as much 
as we would have de ired, although we consider it a very 
good school. 

The second or fall term of twelve weeks was under the 
management and instruction of Miss Affie A. Russell of 
Lincoln. Miss Russell is an Epa teacher and her 
eff rs were reward: with grand sue: both as an in- 
structor and a maaager, and we feel ‘iatified in saying it 
is a fiist-class school. 

We Snd on roll of perfect attendance, re term, Blanche 
EK. Fox, Addie B. Sargent, Vincent Sawyer, Frank Wood- 
bury. Second term, Alice M. Peaslee, Eliza Bagley, John 
Gray, Isaac Sawyer, Harry Sawyer. 

In the north part of the town there have been seventeen 
weeks of school. Whole number of different pupils reg- 
istered for the year, 35, average attendance, 26. First 
term of seven weeks was taught ‘by Miss Nellie B. Russell 
of North Woodstock. Thi- was Miss Russell’s second 
experience in teaching and her efforts were attended with 
success. Whole number of pupils 24, average attendaarce 
“1. We find the names of Harry C. Clark, Charlie W. 
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Clark, Hollis Gordon, Scott Howland, Fred Smith, Sadie 
Burney, Annie Howland, Flossie Howland, Lizzie Sharon 
and Lillian Sharon on the roll of perfect attendance. 

Second term of ten weeks was under the instruction of 
W.5. C. Russell of North Woodstock. Whole number of 
pupils 5, average attendance 26. Mr. Russell is a grad- 
uate of the New Hampton Institution where so many good 
teacheis have been instiucted. He finished his course 
there in June and came to this school with the aecomplish- 
ments of a good and profitable teacher and proved himself 
to be such, although he had had no previous experience in 
teaching. Names of those on roll of perfect attendance, 
Aarry C. Clark, Charlie W. Clark, Thomas Sawyer, Ellen 
Howland and Flossie Howland. 

The new school house was used for the second term. of 
school and ali found it pleasant and comfortable--a great 
improvement upon the old. If money could be raised to 
furnish the school room with maps, a globe and a dietion- 
ary, the children could be still much better instructed. 

In the south part of the town, or which is known as 
Tannery district, there have been thirteen weeks of school 
taught by Alice E. Sawyer of Woodstock. This is Mrs. 
Sawyer’s first school in this district, and we think she put 
in a hard term’s work, which showed that success attended
